Lonpon, March 29.—The changes in the Cab- 
met are received with varying views. The 
Times calls upon the Conservative leaders, 
Hartington, Goschen and Ohamberiain to 
unite to oppose 3 vote, the peril far trans- 
cending all ordinary topics of political con- 
troversy. The Telegraph just now says that

A few provincial Lib- 
eral papers urge Gladstone to drop the land 
purchase part of his scheme, but this would 
cost him Spencer’s adhesion. The majority 
remind their readers that it is to Gladstone, 
and not to Chamberlain, that the party looks 
for a settlement of the question. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: Chamberlain 
and Trevelyan are out, making room for bet - 
ter men. We shall now have a statutory Far- 
HMament at Dublin, with the control of the 
Irish administration, its legislative powers 
subject to the veto of the Imperial Parliament 
and Crown, and that is all that Gladstone 
should attempt to carry this session. If he is 
too sanguine we shall not even get that.

MORLEY’S IRISH RELIBF MEASURE. 

Loxpon, March 29.—John Morley, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, will present in the House 
of Commong to-day a bill for the temporary 
relief of destitute persons in Ireland. 
Mr. Gladstone, in the House of Commons, 
this afternoon, stated that on April 8 he would 
ask permission to introduce the Irish Govern- 
ment bill. He added that on April 12 the 
budget would be introduced, and that on 
April 15 he would request permission to 
introduce a bill toamend the laws for the sale 
and purchase of land in Ireland. Both Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Trevelyan, the seced- 
ing members of the Cabinet, were present 
when Mr. Gladstone was making his announce- 
ments. They sat below the gangway, chat- 
ting with Lord Hartington and Sir Henry 
James.

CITIZENS RESISTING THE RIOTERS.

The citizens 
of Florens, seven miles northeast of Charleroi, 
haye armed themselves with pitchforks 

clubs, and guns, and have thus far succeeded 
in defending their town from pillage 
They drove one army of rioters away by main 
force, dispersing it utterly. Vigilance com- 
mittees are being formed by the citizens in 
other places threatened by the strikers.

The proceedings in New York City yes- 
terday indicate the settlement of what we 
believe will prove to be the last of the 
great railroad strikes in this country. This 
prompt and pacific settlement was brought 
about by the use of two words, recog- 
nition and arbitration; the recognition 
by the officials of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road corporation of the officialsand repre- 
sentatives of its workmen, and the arbitra- 
tion of the differences between these two 
bodies. This settlement might have been 
reached in the same way and by the same 
methods at any time, and in congratulating 
the country upon the restoration of busi- 
ness we can only regret that weeks were 
allowed to pass in consequence of the re- 
fusal to try a fair and sensible plan which 
proved that a few hours was all was 
needed to dispose of the grave question 
that had unfortunately forced itself on 
the public.

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IMAGINARY DANGERS. 

The police and the police authorities 
of St. Louis are receiving well-earned 
praise for the admirable efficiency with 
which they have done their duty during 
the strike troubles, and they deserve no 
less praise for avoiding any stretch of 
authority or force which might have 
served only as a spark of provocation to a 
magazine of explosive feeling. But let it 
be remembered at the same time that the 
conservative influence of the Knights of 
Labor organization and of the law and 
order sentiment of the great majority of 
strikers and sythpathizers, exercised a 
restraining influence far more potent than 
any mere physical force which the civil 
authorities could havebroughtinto speedy 
action. 

There has been no resistance to the of- 
floers of the law. All disorderly acts have 
been the acts of a few individuals, a few 
hot-headed sympathizers, unsupported by 
the great body of the strikers, disavowed 
and regretted by their organization and 
denounced by their official representa- 
tives. Society is to be congratulated that 
American wage-workers are learning that 
violence is fatal to strikes and that law- 
abiding organization with proper appeals 
to the ballot-box and to the forum of pub- 
lic opinion is far more potent than strikes. 
The contrast between the history of this 
strike and the situation in Belgium, where 
bloody conflicts are raging between de- 
structive mobs and the military, shows the 
difference between American methods.and 
those of the old world in settling differ- 
ences between labor and capital. 

An idea has gone abroad that we were 
here on the verge of another Pittsburg 
affair, but those who have been among 
the laboring masses of this city have 
known better. The chief danger all the 
time has been that the strike would be 
spread in a way to inflict on the commerce 
of the whole country an incalculable in- 
jury. There was, of course, danger of 
that, but there was never at any time any 
danger of any disorder in St. Louis which 
was beyond the power of our small police 
force to suppress, backed as it was by the 
universal sentiment of the city. 


INCOME TAX. 

In view of large and increasing appro- 
priations for pensions, there has been 
some talk among the leading Democrats 
in Congress about levying an income tax 
to meet the pension payments. Irrespeo- 
tive of pensions, the Post-DispaTcH has 
for years insisted that a tax on the in- 
comes of the rich and prosperous was 
juster, more merciful, more statesman- 
like and more American in its operation 
than a tax on the expenditures of the 
poor. ,

of net cash to his wealth every year, 
whose income is twice as much or twenty 
times as much as he can spend every year, 
is now taxed only as the poor man is for 
the support of the United States Govern- 
ment. That is to say, he pays the Govern- 
ment tax on the goods actually consumed 
by himself and his family, and so the 
great bulk of those taxes is paid by the 
numerous poor and only a small part is 
paid by the wealthy few. The man who 
has a large income can pay a tax thereo 
and not miss the amount. But he pays 
United States tax now only on what he 
spends of his income and none on what he 
keeps, while the poorer man whose earn- 
ings are all expended in the support of his 
family is taxed on every cent he earns, 
notonly for National, but for State and 
municipal purposes. 

No other Government on earth but ours 
thus imposes practically the whole bur- 
den of its support upor those who work 
tor a bare support of their friilies, and 
lets the wealthy and successful escape 
without any tax on incomes. Fvery- 
where else an increase of the in- 
come tax is the first means of meet- 
ing an extraordinary demand on 
the public treasury. Our former 
income tax should have been 
greatly changed and graduated according 
to the size of incomes and improved in the 
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jewould be considered great capitalists in thig 
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smallest tax. The science and the equity 
of taxation are both ignored in any sys- 
tem of revenue which leaves incomes and 
inheritances untaxed. Such a system is 
an obstacle to a fair and fluent redistribu - 
| tion of wealth, and when the people of 
this country shall have studied it they will 
condemn it by an overwhelming majority. 


IT is to be regretted that any dispatches 
were sent out from St. Louis stating that 
the militia had been ordered to prepare 
for a call for service and that the peace of 
St. Louis was seriously threatened. There 
has been a little horseplay among the 
crowds at the centers of interest, but 
there has not been any evidence of an 
intention to create disorder, and certainly 
there has been no resistance to the police. 
On the éontrary there has been exhibited 
a self-control which, under the circum- 
stance, was rather remarkable, and the 
people of St. Louis have vindicated the 
traditional and time-honored reputation 
of the city as the most peaceable and 
law-abiding aggregation of half a mill- 
ion citizens on the face of the earth. 


IT WOULD be invidious to make distinc- 
tions as to the comparative moral purity

MARITAL MISTAKES. 


THE TERM’S DEFAULT DIVORCE LAUNDRY 
UNDER THE DOME. 


Wholesale Overhauling of Domestic Linen 
Before Judges Labke, Dillon and Horner 
To-Day—Tales of Woe and Shame—Drink 
and Desertion — Features of Family Dis- 
cipline—Divorces by the Dozen. 


Default day under the dome brought a large 
number of unfortunate people together. Men 
and women of all ages and conditions vocu - 
pied the witness benches in four divisions of 
the Circuit Court, awaiting a hearing of their 
matrimonial grievances. Judges Lubke, Dillon 
and Horner were busily engaged throughout 
the day severing the knot. The familar feat- 
ures of default divorce cases were presented 
in each instance, drunkenness, failure to sup- 
port, cruel treatment, infidelity and deser- 
tion. The docket in Judge Barolay’s division 
No. 8 was not taken up until late inthe after - 


noon, the Judge being absent in New York, 

and his turn at the mill being taken by another 

member of the bench. The follow cases 

were called in the rooms 8 over dy 

Judges Lubke, Dillon and Horner: 8 
BORE THE SHAME FOR YEARS. 

Jacob Kempf asked foradivorce from Eva, 
to whom he was married in December, 1362. 
He said that he always treated her with love 
and affection, but she disregarded her 
obligations and gave way to drinking habits, 
under the influence of which she was very 
quarrelsome and abusive. On different 
occasions she threw glasses of beer, 
knives and dishes at his head. 
She heaped faise charges upon him and ab- 
sented herself from home for weeks at a time. 
Mr. Kempf further alleged that his wife 
threatened to kill him and hurled an iron 
skilletathim. He further alleged that she 
was oy of improper conduct ata house on 
North Broadway and onthe east side of the 
river; that she associated with persons 
of loose reputation and addressed certain men 
as Dear Tom’’ and Dear Julius, boa ting 
all the time that she was the wife of the plain- 
tiff and that he had sent some of these men to 
her. Mr. Kempf alleged that he had borne the 
shame for years, and that his wife had lost ail 
sense of propriety and 1 There was 
only one child born of the union, a young 
man approaching his majority. 

Mrs. Kempf entered an answer and cross- 
bill denying all the allegations of her hus- 
band. e alleged that that he had repeatedly 
whipped her, accused her page | of improper 
conduct; that his treatment of her was uni- 
formly cold, harsh and abusive, and that on 
one oceasion he had locked her out of house 
and home. She asked for suitable alimony, 
her husband being possessed of considerable 
property. 

KLUG WANTED A CHANGE. 

L. Klug Fm dry for a decree of divorce 
from Julius C. Kiug,a druggist who was at one 
time in business at the corner of Ninth and 
Ohambers streets. The marriage took place 
March 6, 1879, in this city, and the separation 
in May, last year. Mrs. Klug alleged that her 
husband was in the habit of com home at 
all hours ofthe night, arousin er from 
her slumbers, and showering vile epithets 
and false charges at her head, which had the 
effect of — her health. She alleged that 
her husband said he was tired of her and that 
he wanted a change. One night he threatened 
to go into the — 1 apartment of his step - 
daughter and tell her that her mother was un- 
chaste. Mrs. Klug endeavored to prevent 
him from telling her child such 4a 
falsehood and he attempted to choke her. 
Twice he whipped her, and one day at the din- 
ner table he attempted to choke her, because 
the food dispfeased him. Another day he 
came home in a bad temper und drove . 
Klug's sister from the wash-tub. Finally he 
sold out the drug store and left for Chicago. 
He left the household furniture behind, how- 
ever, and Mrs. Kiug has since supported her- 
self by keeping boarders. 

STEP-CHILDREN IN REVOLT. 

Thomas O. Hanford asked for a decree of 
divorce from Ellen Boyd Hanford. we were 
married at Reading, Pa., April 16, 1875, and 
lived together until November, 1383. Mr. 
Hanford complained that his wife absented 
herself from him without cause. In 1883 he 
requested her to join him in Massachusets, but 
she refused. Later in the same year he 
desired her to join him here, having deter- 
mined to settle in thiscity. His wife, how- 
ever, declined to come on. When the mar- 
riage took piace it was understood that Mr. 
Hanford was to exercise parental authority 
and control over the step-children Annie, 
James, Emma and Frank. He com- 
piained, however, that they be- 
came openly disobedient, insolent and 
contemptacus in their behavier towards 
him and that they were openly encouraged to 
act that way by their mother. Whenever he 
attempted to spank them the mother inter- 
fered and advised them to resist any correc- 
tion from his hands. One day when he was 
about to whip the boy, Frank, mother in- 
terfered, and afterwards left the 
house, taking two of the ehil- 
dren with her. N she 
returned and promised again that her husband 
should have full control over the children. In 
Philadeiphia, however, Mrs.Hanford again left 
her husband taking Annie and Frank with her.

more and more numerous. At present there 


are only abouttwenty professional guides in 
the city, but the number is steadily growing. 
The advertisement reads: 
An experienced gentieman offers his day services 
— to ladies or gentlemen or lies with 
Every European city of any pretensions has 
hundreds and hundreds of guides, and the 
business is recognized. Washington has a 
few guides and this city afew and there busi- 
ness ends. Speaking of his work one of 
the New York men who has earned 
a living for three years as a guide, said: ‘‘It 


is a pretty fair business, and I make about 

a month at it. Spring and summer are the 
richer harvest days, though there are more 
2 here in winter than at any other 
time; but the winter visitors usually come for 
along stay, and so have time to get acquaint- 
ed with the city without my aid. The summer 
customer, however, is here fortwoor three 
days only, on his way to or from the summer 
resorts. wants to get all he can out of 
the eity in that time, and 80 calls on 
me to show him everything worth seeing in 
the quickest wa sible. Sometimes I have 
an entire family ot around, sometimes 
it is the mother of a flock, but most frequently 
the customers are a newly married couple 
here on their wedding tour. I charge 1 
day and expenses for ordinary work and 8 
for less than three hours’ work. The only 
commissions I get are from hackmen who pay 
me a small percentage. Now and then 
1 can count on making a dollar 
extra on theater tickets, but not 
oiten. All the hotel clerks know 
me and in that way I can get steady work. 
But by far the best paying parties are the 
slumming parties.

Messonier’s Masterpiece Damaged by a 
Picture-Frame Repairer. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DisPpatcu. 

1 New Tonk, March 29.—Some_ eighteen 
months ago it was stated in the WORLD that 
Messonier’s famous masterpiece, ‘‘1807,’’ in 
Mrs. A. T. Stewart’s gallery, was damaged, 
the canvas being cracked. This was indig- 
nantly denied by those in charge of the gal- 
lery. Mr. Theodore Child, the well-known 
art writer, in a recent letter from 
Faris, gives a transcript from the 
diary of an intimate and presumably 


intelligent and reliable friend, who visited the 
gallery last year, in the course of which this 
friend states, that when examining the canvas 
closely, he noticed some white refiections on 
the horses’ robes. Inspecting these, he saw 
that something had evidently been done to 
the picture and he said tothe person in at- 
tendance, whom he describes as talking the 
the first person plural, and having littie 
knowledge of grammar, ‘‘The picture seems 
to be cracking badly, Mr. Smith.’’ 

Les, replied Smith. It began to 
crack four or five years ago. A couple of 
7 ago the papers got to talking about it so 

had it fixed up.’’ 

What did you have done with it?“ asked 
the gentleman. 

Thad it cleaned and varnished and had the 
cracks filled up.’’ 

And who undertook that delicate task?“ 

„Oh, why, Mr. Short, who looks atter our 
(sic) frames every year and varnishes up the 
pictures?’’ 

But, you don’t mean to say that a frame- 
maker ventured to touch a picture of Meis- 
sonier?’’ 

Well. Mr. Short cleaned and varnished it, 
and Mrs. Short, who is quite an artist, filled up 
the cracks.’’ 

This simply confirms what the WoRLD printed 
a year and a halt ago and certainly gives the 
art public much reason to believe that the 
hotel painting is seriously damaged. There is 
one consolation, however, thatthe fact cannot 
affect the public appreciably as the rigid pol- 
icy of exclusion pursued by the owner and cre- 
ator of the gallery keeps this and other works 
hung entirely private, and it is said to be a 
N matter of extreme difficulty for even art con- 
noisseurs of influence to obtain admittance 
within its jealously guarded portals.
